Mrs. T. Duncan Just, of Ambler, Fa., 
will on Monday. February 4th, at .'I 
o'clock, give the first of a series of 
radio talks from .station WIP (Gimbcl 
Bros. i. Mrs. Just is Legislative Chair- 
man of the Southeastern District of 
the State Federation of Pennsylvania 
Women, comprising the clubs of eleven 
counties, including Philadelphia, hav- 
ing a club membership of nearly 30,00(1 
women; Chairman of Legislation Wis- 
sahickon Grange, Montgomery County: 
a member of the Executive Board of 
the Monday Conference and Legislative 
Chairman of the Federated Women's 
Clubs of Montgomery County. 

The purpose of these talks is to take 
advantage of the radio in bringing to 
the ears of this great number of inter- 
ested women current subjects of a leg- 
islative nature, prepared and presented 
in a lucid manner, so that women can 
intelligently determine upon such sub- 
jects when presented for their action. 

The talks will be continued for an 
indefinite period on the first and third 
Mondays of each month, at 3 o'clock, 
and will number among the subjects, 
first, the Mellon Tax Bill, and there- 
after the Constitutional Convention, the 
Immigration Bill, etc. 

Mrs. Just has for many years been a 
student of political science as prac- 
ticed in our State Legislatures and 
national Congress, and is considered an 
authority on parliamentary procedure, 
and is at present parlimeutarian of the 
Montgomery County Federation jf 
Women 's Clubs.

A crowded house greeted the Main 
Line Orchestra Sunday afternoon at 
the Ardmore Theatre when it gave the 
second concert of the season. The con- 
cert also marked the first anniversary 
of this very unusual amateur organiza- 
tion of symphony players, and the en- 
thusiast ie applause of the select audi- 
ence evidenced a marked appreciation 
of the great .success of the conductor, 
Adolph Vogel, of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, as well as of the results 
achieved by the hard work and study 
of the musicians themselves.

To kill t\TO birds with one stone is 
hardly the aim of any gardener if he 
or fdie knows how very useful the 
birds really are in destroying insects 
in the garden, aside' from their cheer 
ful song and presence. 

Let us then say "to serve two pur 
[kiscn with one shrub." 

In selecting shrubs let us resolve to 
get our money's worth and have not 
only flowers in the Spring ami green 
foliage in the Slimmer, but also ha 
gay foliage in the Fall and fruit and 
berries to keep the garden living ii 
the Fall and Winter and to feed our 
friends the birds. 

We will then temporarily banish such 
ordinary shrubs as the Spireas, Weige 
las, Hydrangeas, Common Purple l.i 
lacs and Common Orange Blossom 
The newer and better variety For<\ 
thin Intermedia Spcctibih> is permi 
sible. as are the improved Orange 
Blossoms or Philadelphia varieties Vir- 
ginal or Magdalene. 

The Persian Lilac will give us some- 
thing better and different as will Rosa 
llugonis, treated as a sdirub, very 
early and a pretty yellow. 

But for flower, foliage and berries 
we can choose from the following:

Now is the time to order Bird Houses 
— if we want the visitors to build with 
us this Spring, the houses should be 
up by March First. Wren houses. 

Bluebird houses and Robin Roosts an 
the first to consider. Bird baths and 
Feeding Stations beyond the reach of 
cats are also essential.

UFE OF CLEVELAND 

Now Two-Volumad Biography on 
Library Shelves 



"Robert McJKIi-oy Kilwnrds, Professor 
of American History ;it Princeton, is 
the author of a new and detjiileil bioj; 
rapliy of President (irowr rlevcl.iml 
which haft just, come from the presses 
of Harper and Brothers inul is now 
•available at the Community Library. 
'Phis biography, in two volumes, will 
give to the generation which has grown 
to maturity bihcc Clevehind 's tnue, a 
better realization of the importance of 
Hiis two administrations n-iid of the 
strength of his character in the ser- 
vice of the people. It is written in a 
popular styVe and really could not lie 
called a scholarly work because it does 
not go into the political and economic 
nspects of Cleveland's period with com 
plete thoroughness of investigation and 
3it that point ttiis biography may he 
■disappointing to older people whose 
|»ersonal memories run back to the 
Cleveland era, 

"Many men, who occupy a position of 
■great pronninence during their life- 
times, sink into rapid and almost com 
plete obscurity soon after their deaths, 
but occasionally there are men who in 
career and character impress posterity 
more than their con temporaries. This 
is the case of (i rover Cleveland, whose 
reputation has been steadily increasing 
since the time of his death and who 
now is regsirded by many as lieing the 
ablest President from Lincoln to lioose 
velt. It irs almost posssible to deter 
jnine 1h<" real greatness of Aineric-au 
<*Tesi clients merely by ns. ertaining those 
who were most abused and villifieil by 
iheir contemporaries because all of 
s .ii-in, who now stand out prominently 
.tus great men and who are permanently 
.vfrrrished in the memori<'S of the na 
lion, were the objects of almost unen 
■ durable scorn and of bitter attacks 
which knew no bounds of decency. This 
Was true of Washington, Lincoln, Of 
'I rtrvclaml and, in our own time, of 
Wilson. 

Orover Cleveland holds the unique 
place in the annals of the American 
presidency in having been the only 
^'resident who, defeated at the end of 
■one administration, was re-elected four 
years later. But at the close of his 
second administration in ISM, the 
democratic party, which he had twice 
led to victory, repudiated his admin 
stratfion at their annual convention 
jind greeted any mention of his name 
with vociferous scorn. This repudia- 
tion by his own pany so impressed 
^Cleveland 's mind that when he retired 
from the Presidency on March 4. JK97, 
lie was filled with sorrowful belief that 
in spite of his earnest efforts, his ad 
ministrations had been failures and thai 
the American people had weighed hi in 
3n the balance and found him want 
ing. Me was so much impressed' by 
this belief that just before leaving the 
White House he instructed the r*er 
vants to remove the painted portrait 
of himself to the attic where he ex- 
pected it would remain permanently. 

It is imposairbl'e, within the limits 
•of this review, to narrate the incidents 
which revealed Cleveland's unusual 
courage and independence of action 
whereby he preserved the gold money 
standard for the country and prevented 
what would have amounted to repudia- 
tion of national debts. 

Professor McElroy's two volumes 
,^ive a wonderful impnesstion of an 
Jioiicisit and courageous man who de- 
voted all of his strength of character 
:and will-power and an unusual amount 
of laborious work to the service of the 
people without regard to party, race 
■or creed. The reader is glad to find 
that during tho last ten years of Cleve- 
land's life he was able himself to 
observe many remarkable indications 
of the gTeat respect and regard in 
which he was held throughout the na- 
tion, and during these later years of 
his life the cloud of despondency and 
sense of failure were completely re- 
moved. 

If Professor McElroy has erred at 
any point in thiB biography, it is by 
including too many lengthy quotations 
from Cleveland's speeches and letters. 
'Cleveland was a" laborious writer and 
the ordinary reader is forced either to 
skip entirely or j,o wade through many 
pages of his letters which are valuable 
only as showing his character. This 
object could undoubtedly have been ac- 
complished in much less space,
